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DETAILED ACTION 

The finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive because based 
on an appeal brief and, therefore, the finality of that action is hereby withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 8-10, and 27-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The references cited do not teach or render obvious in combination of an 
electronic sub assembly or a printed circuit board (PCB) having a conductive lead 
embedded in a substrate or the PCB electrically connected to at least one active or 
passive device and also electrically connected to at least one other active or passive 
device mounted on a top or a bottom surface. There is no suggestion to modify the 
references to include these limitations.
